For some time the division of labor went 
on as I have said, until the time when Ameri 
can life was started. In the early period in

going on and which has caused a rather con 
fused and complex situation 

What happened primarily? Without know- 
ing anything about the actual history indi 
cating how Abbot academy was founded, I 
may in a general way say this: Abbot acad 
emy was founded upon the existence of 
machinery. Up until the time when work 
commenced to go out of the home and into 
the factory, the women of the household were 
busily engaged in the domestic activities, 
and the home was a beehive of activity; but 
vhen industry came along, a great many of 
the things which had formerly been made in 
the home were made outside of the home

But gradually out of that sending of work 
ing girls into the industries, and the sending 
of the idle girls into schools, there has been 
built up the edifice of colleges for women 
which fit girls for commercial and profes 

ional pursuits, and the end is not yet. So 
that at least as far as our present condition 
are concerned, something has happened which 
has destroyed the old, simple, regular division 
of work between men and women, which has 
caused many parents and many girls a great 
deal of confusion and a great deal of thought 

Just by way of contrast I would like to

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BABSON SAYS DECLINE IN SILVER PRICES 
HAS FAR-REACHING ECONOMIC EFFECTS 


Total World Production of Silver Last Year Was Close to Highest Point in History 


Chinese 


Speculators Dump Large Holdings—Demonetization of Silver Currencies by 
reat Britain and Europe Is Potent Cause for Decline

Even before the war the price 
was above fifty cents an ounce, and in 1919 
it was as high as $1.12. There has been an 
almost continuous decline during the past 
five years. A number of powerful factors have 
recently converged to speed up this fall in 
prices First, we have China in a state of 
political turmoil and agricultural depression 
China is the principal consumer of silver, 
using it as a standard for currency. As long 
as conditions stable in China she was 
able to take a very large part of the world’s 
annual silver production, but now in the 
throes of virtual revolution, her purchasing 
power is low. Instead of seeking more silver 
China is beginning to sell it. Chinese specu- 
lators have dumped large holdings in the past 
two months. India, the other chief consumer, 
is in the process of changing from a silver 
standard to a gold standard. In order to un 
load the Indian Government’s surplus hold 
ings of silver bullion, India has placed a 
heavy import duty against the metal. This 
naturally throws huge quantities of silver on 
the world market

\nother potent cause for the decline is the 
debasement and demonetization of silver 
currencies by Great Britain and Europe 
Vhis releases important quantities of bullion, 
tending further to depress prices. The silver 
content of the British coins has been markedly 
reduced. France has sold about 9,000,000 
ounces during the past year. India has sold 
about 32,000,000 ounces. Inasmuch as the 
principal market for silver is in Europe, 
India, and China, the decline in silver prices 
was, of course, inevitable. Although most of 
the world output is produced or refined in 
Mexico, the United States, and Canada, the 
major part of it is consumed abroad

It is easily worked irito various 
form oF je welry, orname nts, tableware, ete 
It would seem that American manufac turers 
are missing a great opportunity if they do not 
devise ways of expanding the domestic mar 
ket for silverware and silver jewelry. With the 
price of the metal at the lowest point in his 
tory, and profit margins for manufacturers 
large, there exists a fine chance to popularize 
silverware on a lower price basis 

Silver has felt the competition from chrom- 
ium, nickel, and other metal alloys. Not only 
could sterling silver be popularized by lower- 
priced articles, but excellent alloys could be 
developed which would have a very high 
degree of tarnish-resistance and would 
compete successfully with some of the newer 
materials. The silver trade has always had to 
combat with a certain popular prejudice 
against anything but sterling. As a matter of 
fact, certain silver alloys are far superior to 
sterling in their hardness, their tarnish 
resistance, and general utility. In gold jewelry 
we speak of 14 carat or 18 carat gold. The 
first has only 58 per cent gold in it and the 
second 75 per cent. The public has come to 
recognize standards as representing 
thoroughly acceptable articles. Why cannot 
ilver alloys be designated according to the 
silver content, and satisfactory public 
tandards be established? A campaign of edu
